The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 13 November 2006 is 
noted. The submission is in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97 and 1 .98. 
Accordingly, the information disclosure statement is being considered by the examiner.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gaudenzi (2,431 ,660). Gaudenzi discloses high performance component for a gas 
turbine and the method of obtaining the competent by powder metallurgy with a 
dispersion of powders. The powders are dispersed in a predefined manner resulting in a 
suitable concentrations is designated zones and providing a maximum refractoriness 
and resistance with respect of the hot gases in a designated zone (b). The powders 
include metal (a) and non-metal (b) powders and are perfectly fixed together by 
microfusion (Gaudenzi column 1, lines 42-45). 

In regard to claim 6, the limitation of "by means of ... powder sintering or poser 
metallurgy..." is considered a product by process limitation. As set forth in MPEP 21 14, 
product by process claims are NOT limited to the manipulation of the recited steps, only 
to the structure implied by the steps. Once a product appearing to be substantially the 
same or similar is found, a 25 U.S.C. § 102/103 rejection may be made and the burden 
is shifted to applicant to show an unobvious difference. See MPEP 2113. However, in 
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the instant case Gaudenzi does disclose the method of obtaining the component as 
claimed. 

Prior Art 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The patent issued to Turner discloses a turbine blade made by a 
powder metallurgical process displaying varying properties in different portions of the 
blade.
